Village Office in Champion and 
C.us Jonnk residence on SW-18-22- 
4th. Voters may vote at any one 
of the nbove places best suited to 
their convenience. Those qualified 
to vote on the By-law are the pro¬ 
perty owners of the District re¬ 
gardless of residence. 

* Present plans are for the erec¬ 
tion of a suitable building on the 
present Municipal property to 
serve as a repair shop and machi¬ 
nery depot to house and service 
the road equipment with space 
provided in one end of the build¬ 
ing for an office. Financing of the 
building is to be from the District's 
present reserves without resorting 
to borrowing on the issue of 
debentures. 

Municipal Officials state that 
the action of the council in asking 
the rate-payers to approve this ex¬ 
penditure is the result of a great 
need of suitable space in which 
to look after road machinery and 
keep it serviced and ready at all 
times to render efficient service 
in road construction and maintain¬ 
ing. During the past few years it 
has become more and more appar¬ 
ent that an up to date shop of this 
kind would save the District a 
- great deal in repair bills. At the 
present time the Municipality owns 
nearly glbO,000.00 of equipment 
and has no place in which to pro-

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School Board to addrecs high school students on the 
advantages of a career in Canada's armed services. 
The request was turned downed, though the board 
rather grudgingly agreed to allow the distribution 
of reading matter. 

Two Communist members of the boards poke a- 
gainst. and voted against, the request That was to 
be expected. The Communist line at the moment is 
“peace and disarmament"—for every country but 
Russia and her satellites. 

The attitude of the non-Communist members, 
however, is difficult to understand. The services 
were not trying to conduct a recuiting campaign 
in the sense that they were seeking young men for 
wartime service. They were simply asking for a 
privilege the board has granted to all other pro¬ 
fessional groups. , ‘ 

The board's attitude was just another reflection 
of the pseudo-pacifist hysteria that follows a major 
conflict. Winnipeg is not a solitary example. The 
same thing was abundantly evident In Calgary after 
1918. It eventually led Jo the abolition of cadet train¬ 
ing, and ludicrous, was the attempt of certain trus- 
ing, and ludicrous, was the attempt to certain trus¬ 
tees in that period to have "warlike” pictures re¬ 
moved from the children's gaze. . 

With this kind of thiu£ going on all across the 
country, it is not surprising that Canada entered 
the Second World War militarily, and what is worse, 
psychologically, unprepared. A whole generation 
had been indoctrinated with the idea that soldiers 
were bloodthirsty, that arms manufacturers bore 
the mark of Cain, and tlyat war was the worst of 
all possible evils. This incredible stupidity, repeated 
on a larger scale in Britain and the United States, 
was the major cause of the Second World War. 

Pacifism does not prevent war: it encourages war. 
If pacifism really assured peace, then Britain could 
never have been drawn into war with Germany. 
She was, at the time, one of the most poorly armed 
nations in the world: and France was hardly In 
better shape. It was the weakness of Britain and 
France, as against the strength of Germany, that 
made war inevitable. 

The world situation is today no more peaceable 
than it was in 1939. There are still aggressor nations, 
and all of them are heavily armed. These nations 
think in terms, of force only. The only restraint 
they know is the strength of the nations on whom 
they would like to impose their will. So long as 
the risk of waging war is high, they will hesitate 
to attack. The fact should be made clear to the 
youth, of Canada. — (Calgary Herald)

Can Be Easily Planned

soon as spring work will permit, 
cultivated strip be kept clean 
that season, for there is nothing 
that will «ct to the detriment of 
the trees in the windbreak like 
a solid add mat, or a rantt growth 
o! weeds. 

The quickest and best way to 
plant is to strike out a'furrow for 
the row of trees. The best depth 
to plant is one inch deeper than 
the plants had previously been 
planted. If the furrow is not deep 
enough use a shovel to deepen the 
hole required for the larger plants, 
and a dibble or crow bar for seed¬ 
lings or cuttings. The planters 
should follow the plow closely 
so as to plant in still moist soil 
taking care that the roots of the 
seedling are not exposed to the air 
long enough to become dry. The 
soil should be backed firmly about 
the roots. A tree properly planted 
is a tree not easily pulled out.

How¬ 
ever, in no case should it complete¬ 
ly surround the farmstead thus 
cutting off views of the outside 
world. Also the windbreaks should 
be located so as to leave enough 
space within it for* additional buil¬ 
dings. In general, roads and build 
ings should be at least ^0 yards 
from windbreaks to avoid snow 
drifts. The question has often been 
asked what area can be protected 
by a windbreak. The'late Dr. Saun¬ 
ders found a shelter belt J.0 feet 
high protected an area 500 feet 
wide. 

A four row windbreak consisting 
,of a row of caragana, a row of 
Russian or North-western poplars 
and two rows of white spruce 
make a very commendable type 
of windbreak. , The caraganas 
should constitute the outside or 
windward row spaced twelve to 
twenty-iour inches apart in the 
row. This is followed by the row of 
poplars placed six to eight feet 
from the Caraganas and they 
should be planted eight to ten feet 
apart. The first row of white 
spruce should follow ten feet from 
the Poplars, the second row of 
white spruce four to six feet from 
the first. The spruce are planted 
four feet apart in the rows thus 
completing the windbreak. All 
trees should be staggered, that is 
never planted opposite each other; 
This arrangement is made with 
the realization that eventually the 
white spruce will constitute the 
real windbreak, for the poplars 
have a -short life -of only about 
twenty-five years in many local¬ 
ities. 

There are advocates of planting 
the trees in th< 
to five feet apart but such close 
planting prevents very essential 
cultivation. In close plantation the 
closely-knit boughs keep out the 
light and lower limbs die, conver¬ 
ting the windbreak into an ugly 
grass-ridden thicket, tilled with 
dead limbs. 

A windbreak ok four rows re¬ 
quires a strip oTldnd twenty to 
twenty-four feet wide.

In most homes the annual on¬ 
slaught against the clothes moths 
will have been done with the 
spring cleaning. Winter garments 
and surplus bedding will have 
been thoroughly crushed and pack¬ 
ed away with naphthalene flakes 
or paradlchlorobenpene crystals, 
and clothes cupboards treated with 
a suitable spray. 

But only too often one ot worst 
breeding places of moths is over¬ 
looked. Iffdhere is a hot air fur¬ 
nace. there are probably whole 
colonies of moths ready to feed 
on the lint and dust which accum¬ 
ulates in the cool air pipes. The 
gratings over the inlets to these 
pipes are easily removed and a 
vacuum cleaner with a suction at¬ 
tachment will remove the lint and 
dust easily, otherwise, a longhand- 
led broom or brush will serve. The 
inside of the pipe shoujd then be 
sprayed as far down and as thor¬ 
oughly as possible. 

Actually the war against moths 
is seldom won by only a spring 
campaign; it should be kept up 
throughout the summer.. Clothes, 
chair covers, upholstery and . bed¬ 
ding wiU be subject tb attack un¬ 
less the moths "still at large are 
killed. There is no real safety for 
any woollen garments or articles 
until the last moth has been des¬ 
troyed or driven from the home.
